UNFINISHED TASKS 

The 17th General Council of the 
United Church of Canada is already 
history. The council met in Wind- 
sor, Ont. Our western papers scarce- 
ly mentioned the meetings. If it had 
been a gathering of liquor vendors, 
secking to promote a larger sale of 
their wares, would our papers have 
been to mum about it.? 

The new moderator is the Rt. Rev, 
James Thompson, M.A.. D.D., L.L.D., 
of Montreal. It is noteworthy that 
the contest was close between Rev. 
James Thompson and Rey. R. Doug- 
las Smith, of Robertson United 
Church, of Edmonton. 

Rt. Rev. James Thompson empha- 
Sized two vital issues, in the life of 
the church, in his address to the as- 
sembly. These were evangelism 
and church unity. He promised to 
do all in his power to move church 
union nearer its fulfillment during 
his term in office. 


In his address to the assembly the 
Rt. Rev. George Luxton, D.D., Angli- 
can Bishop of Huron, said: “local 
popes" few divisions in churches, 
He defined a “local pope” as a per- 
son who acted independantly and 
with a good deal of zeal, but lacked 
in due consideration for other indi- 
viduals and churches, which were 
Striving to attain the same goal. He 
said the cause of unity moved slowly 
because we want it to be complete. 
The words used in talking about 
unity would circle the globe. Words 
alone are not enough. But when we 
act in a hurry, with little patience 
and less tact, we often irritate our 


| friends and the ultimate end is de- 


layed. 

How true this is in all our church 
enterprises. The Bishop read the in- 
structions of the Anglican Synod to 
its union committee, which is as 
follows: “Renew the talks with vigor, 
to overcome any distrust and hind- 
erances, and to reaffirm the convic- 


| ee that it is the Lord’s will that 


His followers should be one.” 

Rev. Allan Walker, a_ widely- 
known evangelist from Australia, 
said in his address, “The church of 
today has a_ single-furrow plow 
;}mentally in a tractor age.” The 
power of today, he said, is in the 
hands of those who control mass 
‘communication. The church is weak 
here, with the result that this power 
is conditioning the attitude of our 
people in such a way that it makes 
it hard, if not impossible, for many 
to hear the Gospel. 

The message of the church, he 
declared, must be both personal and 
social. Personal evangelism could 
not carry far in our world with- 
out the support of and fellowship of 
believers. On the other hand, social 
efforts that have lost touch with 
God's saving grace are powerless and 
empty. So-called conversions that 
leave a person's moral, economic and 
political sense of values unchanged, 
are far more often a curse than a 
blessing. Conversions we need, but 
they must result in changed lives. 

Our first task as a church, said Dr. 
William Berry of Toronto, is to help 
individuals to become aware of their 
personal need of a spiritual Saviour, 
such as is able to enable them to 
conquer life's deadly sins. We must 
enlarge the spiritual version of our 
people, said he, and thus make Can- 
ada more aware of the judgment and 
the love of the Father. 

As Canadian Christians we must 
awake to a vital appreciation of our 
duties in the home, in the commun- 
ity and throughout our country and 
to the uttermost parts of the world. 
Since we live in a society with econ- 
omic and social evils which mar the 
lives of many, we must continue to 
proclaim that God loves the world. 
We must also proclaim that He sent 
His soy into the world to enable all 
persons, all races, and all nations to 
attain to their highest possible 
| status, spiritually, 

At the present time it seems that 
there are too many without the 
zood news Christ brought, and we 
are sorry to have to relate that there 
are not too many who show a vital 
interest in the welfare of such peo- 
ple. Many live in this vast universe, 
friendless and alone. Others, by 
the millions, live self-satisfied but 
empty lives. They laugh but they 
are not happy. They are entertained 
and amused, at the cost of much 
effort and a large expense; but they 
know no peace, 

The economy of our time has be- 


} 


come, to a large extent, a war of 
economy. We live in poverty or in 
the reflected wealth of money made 
‘by the manufacturing of the deadly 


weapons of war and hate. Thus 
people with a sense of loyalty, and 
most of us have some, are continu- 
ally being challenged to put loyalty 
to a man-made order, ahead of what 
they believe should be a Christian's 
choice; namely, loyalty to God, Un-
